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Rocky Takes Oath Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Nelson A. 
Rockefeller is headed for final 
congressional confirmation and then a 
televised inauguration today as the na­ 
tion’s 41st vice president. 
The House set aside six hours of 
debate but was not expected to take 
that much time before voting on 
Rockefeller’s confirmation. 


The inauguration was scheduled an 
hour later in the Senate chamber, with 
live television coverage permitted for 
the first time in the Senate’s history. 
Rockefeller was to be sworn in by 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger. 
House members, senators, Cabinet 
members and Supreme Court justices 
were to be in attendance. 


With Rockefeller’s swearingin, the 
nation for the first time will be under 
the leadership of both a president and 
vice president not elected by the 
voters. 
Speaker Carl Albert said there was 
no doubt that the 435-member House 
would vote to confirm Rockefeller, 
although no official nose count had

Elected President 
Of State Sheriffs

Approximately 350 people attended 
the 
Buckeye 
State 
Sheriff’s 
Association installation banquet, 
Wednesday, at the Sheraton Hotel, 
Columbus, when Pickaway County 
Sheriff Dwight E. Radcliff was in­ 
stalled as the president, concluding the 
annual convention. 
Radcliff stepped to the top position 
as the organization’s 45th president 
and, by coincidence, on the 45th an­ 
niversary of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Radcliff. 
It was the first time in the history of 
the BSSA that a father and son, who 
have both served as Sheriff in their 
respective county, have held the 
presidents position. 
Radcliffe father, Charles, is a 
charter member of BSSA, helped 
organize the association, served as the 
first treasurer in 
1931 
and also 
presided as president in 1950. 
Ferris Lucas, executive director of 
the National Sheriff’s Association, 
administered the oath to the incoming 
officers. 
Radcliff succeeds John Borgia, 
Huron County Sheriff, who presided 
over Wednesday’s activities. Borgia 
was knighted with a stainless steel 
sword from the W alter Stevens 
Company by NSA president Bernard 
Kaiter. Kaiter is a past president of 
BSSA and presently Montgomery 
County Sheriff. 
Introducing Radcliff, Borgia called 
him one of the most outstanding 
Sheriff’s that he has ever known in 
Ohio. 
Serving his third term as Pickaway 
County Sheriff, Radcliff served on the 
BSSA Board of Directors from 1968-70; 
elected to treasurer in 1971 and con­ 


tinued up the ladder as third vice- 
president in 1972; second in 1973 and 
first vice-president in 1974 before 
becoming president. 


Radcliff expressed appreciation to 
the Sheriff’s of Ohio for their vote of 
confidence in leading the association 
as the 45th president. 


“I am determined to help move the 
association forward to put the mem­ 
bers on the professional level where 
they have so long belonged,” Radcliff 
commented. 
Radcliff then introduced his wife, 
Betty and children, Vicki, Dwight and 
Robbie and other members of the 
family. He expressed sincere ap­ 
preciation to those persons whom he 
works with every day. 
“No man can work without the aid of 
his commissioners,” Radcliff noted. 
Pickaway County Commissioners 
Wayne Hines, L. Robert Iiston Jr., 
Dick Tootle and secretary Geneva 
Brink were present for the affair. 
Rep. Myrl Shoemaker was also 
present for the ceremony. 
The 42-year-old Radcliff then 
presented outgoing John Borgia with a 
gun and BSSA lapel pin. 
The main speaker for the banquet 
was the Rev. Fred Lukes. More 
commonly known as the popular 
pastor from Ohio University, Lukes is 
listed as one of the IO best speakers in 
America. 
A man who has worked with youth on 
America’s high school and universities 
campuses, Lukes chose as his topic, 
‘‘Hope in Youth Rebellion” or “How to 
live With Youth” . He elaborated on 
five points to the people present on how 
to help the youth of the world.

Damage High In N&W 
Freight Derailment 


A massive derailment piled up 
approximately 30 cars, caused million 
dollars damage and closed the Norfolk 
and Western Railroad track north of 
Circleville for at least two days. 


None of the four crewman on the fast 
southbound freight were injured. The 
train was traveling at a speed of 40 
miles per hour when the derailment 
occurred at 8:05 a.m. today. 


Although the cause of the derailment 
has 
not 
yet 
been 
determined, 
Pickaway County Deputy Sheriff Billy 
Huffman reported it appeared that a 
loose chain on one of the cars ac­ 
cidentally wrapped around a switching 
device. 
The engine and nearly half of the 82- 
car train had passed the switch when 
the accident occurred. The derailed 
portion of the train was hurled against 
a string of empty coal cars parked on 
the siding. Track was tom up for IOO 
yards or more, rails were bent and ties 
ripped up. 
The derailment gouged huge holes in 
the railroad right of way and cars were 
hurled down over an embankment into 
a drainage ditch running alongside of 
the track. 
Members of the train crew were: 
Homer Childers, conductor; Paul 
Willard, engineer, J. D. Jones, head 
brakeman, H. W. Morrison, rear 
brakeman; Don Tudor, fireman, all of 
near Portsmouth. 
Childers, who has worked for the N & 
W for 32 years, has only 60 days to go 
until retirement. 
‘‘I’ve always worried about those 
last few days,” Childers said. “When I 
heard the emergency air and then saw 


those cars piling up ahead, I thought I 
was never going to collect that pen­ 
sion, but Somebody Up There must 
have been riding with us.” 
There were six cars between the last 
derailed car and the caboose in which 
Childers and Morrison were riding. 
The other crewman were at the head of 
the train. 
• Jones said he started walking back 
along the track after the train had 
come to a halt. The men in the head of 
the train had no idea how bad the 
derailment was. “When I saw the cars 
piled up I knew it had to be close to the 
cab and I started running, afraid that 
somebody could have gotten hurt,” he 
related 
Childers said that he had been in­ 
volved in one other derailment during 
his railroading career, back in 1950. He 
was riding at the head of the train that 
time. Forty-seven cars were derailed 
in that accident he remembered, just 
barely missing the engine. 
All the crewman were shaken but 
extremely relieved they had survived 
with no injuries of any kind. Two of the 
railroad cars were loaded with new 
automobiles, and these automobiles 
miraculously survived the crash with 
very little visible damage. 
One car contained an inflammable 
liquid, but it was near the end of the 
train and was not damaged. 
The Pickaway County Sheriff’s 
Department and railroad officials are 
conducting an investigation into the 
accident. 
The railroad will move work crews 
into the scene as quickly as possible 
and they will work round the clock 
until the track is cleared and repaired. 


Reid, under whose administration 
the building project became a reality, 
accepted the check and said that he 
was very pleased that the plant is 
supporting the program. 
With the $5,000 from USS Chemicals, 
approxim ately $31,000 has been 
donated to the new hospital facility by 
local industry. Reid presented the 
board with figures that showed an 
average of $59.70 per employe has been 
donated so far by industries giving 
their financial support. This is of 
course an average figure since one 
plant donated $100 per employe. 


The board voted to keep the sup­ 
porting industries informed as to the 
growth of the hospital with a progress 
report to be prepared and mailed to 
each plant. 
It was a time of departing for Reid 
since he will leave the post as ad­ 
ministrator at Berger officially the 
first of the year. He submitted his 
resignation to the board on Oct. 25 to 
accept the position as administrator of 
the I^ancaster-Fairfield Hospital. Reid 
has been at Berger for four and a half 
years but said he believed in moving 
every so many years. 
Charles Rideout, the new ad­ 
m inistrator, was present at the 
meeting. He will assume the duties as 
administrator Jan. I. Rideout left the 
adm inistrator’s position at Pike 
County Hospital to come to Berger. It 
was announced at the meeting that 
Don Deener from Pomeroy will 
assume the position at Pike County 
Hospital. 
The financial report was presented 
to the board by Reid as prepared by 
finance committee chairman Harry 
Clifton. Reid said the report for 
November showed the lowest oc­ 
cupancy 
for 
the 
entire 
year. 
Occupancy for the month was 68 per 
cent as opposed to 78 per cent in 
November, 1973. The occupancy figure 
for the year to date is 73 per cent. It 
was 76 per cent to date at this time last 
year. 
Reid also pointed out to the board 
that the cost per patient day had taken 
a sharp rise since last year. The cost 
for November was $125.86 while it was 
only $89 during November of last year. 
Ttie average cost to date is $105.38 over 
last year’s figure of $89.31. 
Forty-five births were recorded at 
the hospital during the month and 70 
operations were performed. 
A loss for the year was reported at 
$6,664. Tile financial report showed the 
accounts receivable down $10,000 and 
Reid advised the board he had been 
examining the accounds receivable for

W atergate 
Trial Ending

The 
Watergate cover-up trial is about to 
hear final arguments from opposing 
lawyers, the last step before the 
historic case goes to the jury. 
Chief Prosecutor James F. Neal was 
scheduled to lead off with a summation 
expected to take at least three hours. 
But first, defense attorneys planned 
today to 
question 
Kenneth 
W. 
Parkinson, the last of the five defen­ 
dants to testify. Then the trial will hear 
brief testimony from six character 
witnesses for Parkinson and two 
rebuttal witnesses for the prosecution. 
Parkinson, former White House 
aides H. R. Haldeman and John D. 
Ehrlichman, exAtty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell and former assistant Atty. 
Gen. Robert C. Mardian are charged 
with conspiring to obstruct the in­ 
vestigation of the Watergate break-in. 
Parkinson testified Wednesday that 
officials of Richard M. Nixon’s re- 
election committee, particularly 
Mardian and Mitchell, didn’t tell him 
all they knew about the Watergate 
break-in. 
‘‘I did not have facts. I didn’t know 
certain things, all I had was third-or 
fourth-hand information, much of 
which was hearsay,” Parkinson 
testified under cross examination by 
Assistant Special Prosecutor Jill Wine 
Volner. 
Parkinson said that Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, deputy director of the 
Nixon campaign committee, told him 
on July 13,1972, less than a month after 
the break-in, that he was involved, 
along with Mitchell, Haldeman and 
White House aides John W. Dean III 
and Gordon C. Strachan. 
But Mitchell and others later told 
him Magruder’s story was untrue, 
Parkinson said.

Parkinson, 
a 
Washington lawyer who said he’d 
never been involved in politics, was 
representing the Nixon re-election 
committee in civil suits stemming 
from the break-in.

NEW YORK (AP) - The stock 
market declined slightly today, 
wavering inconclusively in a pattern it 
has followed most of the past several 
weeks.

Seven people indicted by the Grand 
Jury last Friday appeared Wednesday 
morning in Pickaway County Common 
Pleas Court for arraignment. Also 
appearing during the mid-week 
session of court were two people for 
sentencing and four others who 
changed their pleas from not guilty to 
guilty. 
Ralph Jam es Wolfe, Tarlton, and 
Douglas D. Johnston, 303 W. Huston 
St., both appeared after being indicted 
Friday 
on felony 
charges and 
requested that the court appoint legal 
counsel to represent them. Wolfe is 
charged with theft and forgery and 
Johnston with felonious assault. 
Not guilty pleas were entered by 
Daniel I>ee Sprouse, Route 4, and 
Ernest Haddox, 121 S. Scioto St. 
Haddox was indicted by the grand jury 
for receiving stolen property. Sprouse 
faces a charge of disposing of stolen 
property. 
A Columbus man, James Garence 
Jones, also entered pleas of not guilty 
to the charges brought against him by 
the grand jury in its fourth session. 
Jones is charged with aggravated 
burglary and grand theft at the David 
Dill residence at Route I, Ashville., 
Pearl Franklin Barnhart, who was 
charged on a secret indictment, for 
breaking and entering and grand theft, 
entered pleas of guilty to each of the 
charges. Judge William Ammer or­ 
dered a pre-sentence report to be 
prepared on him by the Adult Parole 
Authority.

W hite House Staff 
Access Changed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Cabinet 
officers and senior staff members will 
have greater access to President Ford 
under the design of a new White House 
organization plan. 
Hie new organizational chart was 
released Wednesday along with office 
floor plans, a staff directory and 
telephone book. Donald H. Rumsfeld, 
assistant to the President, also 
disclosed Ford plans a IO per cent cut 
in the White House staff, which 
numbered 540 a week before Ford took 
office.

possible charity write-off. The hospital 
is obligated to write-off a certain 
percentage of accounts to charity as 
recipients of the Hill-Burton fund. 
Reid cited several reasons for the 
bleak picture drawn by the financial 
report. He said the hospital presently 
had four employes over the budget and 
12 more employes than last year’s 
staff. The length of the patient stay in 
the hospital has taken a major drop. 
He did say however that the 
December report should prove to be 
brighter because the hospital has been 
running to near capacity this month. 
The budget for 1975 was also 
presented to the board and adopted. It 
called for approximately $1,900,000 but 
as Reid advised the board, the 
projected goal is to be in the new 
facility during 1975. The new budget 
allows for 126.5 employes. Presently 
there are 118 on the staff. 
Increases over last year’s budget 
includes allowances for the recently 
adopted salary schedule plus expenses 
in the new structure. There are 33,000 
square feet in the present structure 
and an additional 37,000 being built 
which will require additional utility 
maintenance costs. Reid said the 
actual figure for 1974 was $1,529,000 
and the new budget was $300,000 more. 
In other business, the administrator 
told the board about a proposed 
chaplain program which will be in 
conjunction with the Qrcleville Bible 
College and Ohio University. The two- 
week program will help acquaint the 
county ministers with the visiting 
procedure and death. Dr. Mendenhall, 
a professor at OU and the Bible 
College, will conduct the program. 
A report was given the board on the 
recent Christmas party held for the 
employes. Reid said 120 attended. 
Tile Christmas tea for the employes 
and their families will be 2-4 p.m. 
Friday. Each of the staff members will 
be presented a gift from the board and 
Santa Gause is scheduled to make an 
appearance with gifts and goodies for 
the children. 
In years past, the board has given 
the employes umbrellas, clocks, 
candles and other useful gifts.

This is a regular practice of the 
organization and the board expressed 
its appreciation for the work these men 
do out of the goodness of their hearts.

The staff also recommended to the 
board that Dr. Carl Bacus and Dr.

High Court 
Rules Privacy 
Award Valid 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
Supreme Court today upheld a jury’s 
award of $60,000 damages for invasion 
of privacy to a West Virginia woman 
who said she and her family were 
depicted as “hillbillies’’ in an article in 
the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 
By a vote of 8 to I, the justices 
overturned a decision of the U.S. 
Circuit Court in Cincinnati, which had 
thrown out the verdict on the grounds 
that plaintiffs in a right to privacy suit 
concerning a newsworthy incident 
must prove that inaccuracies were 
published knowingly or recklessly. 
The Supreme Court said, however, 
that it was not laying down a new 
general rule to govern such cases. 
“This case presents an occasion to 
consider whether a state may con­ 
stitutionally apply a more relaxed 
standard of reliability for a publisher 
or broadcaster of false statements in­ 
jurious to a private individual under a 
false-light theory of invasion of 
privacy,” Justice Potter Stewart 
wrote for the court. 
Instead the court upheld the jury ’s 
verdict on grounds which Stewart 
indicated were confined to the par­ 
ticular circumstances of the case. 
Justice 
William 
O. 
Douglas, 
dissenting, wrote that “freedom of the 
press is abridged ... by what we do 
today.” 
“Those who write the current news 
seldom 
have 
the 
objective, 
dispassionate point of view — or the 
time — of scientific analysts,” Douglas 
said. “They deal in fast moving events 
and the need for ‘spot’ reporting. The 
jury under today’s formula sits as a 
censor with broad powers — not to 
impose a prior restraint but to lay 
heavy damages on the press.” 
The judgment was awarded to 
Margaret Mae Cantrell and her son 
David, 17, because of an illustrated 
article in the Plain Dealer’s Sunday 
magazine section on Aug. 4,1968.

Publishing Co., publisher of the Plain 
Dealer; Joseph Eszterhas, a writer, 
now a senior editor of Rolling Stone 
magazine, and Richard T. Conway, a 
photographer.

NEW YORK - The Bicentennial 
celebrations will begin not in 1976 at 
Boston, Philadelphia or Washington 
but on January IO, 1975 in Paris. This 
first of countless events memorializing 
the 200th birthday of an outrageously 
courageous Declaration that changed 
the course of mankind focuses on two 
pretty good country hands, Benjamin 
Franklin and TTiomas Jefferson — 
both of whom served as “ ministers” to 
France. 
“ Tile World of Franklin & Jef­ 
ferson 
presented by the American 
R e v o l u t i o n 
B i c e n t e n n i a l 
Administration, and underwritten by 
IBM as a public service, will tell their 
stories in paintings, publicatons, 
public remarks and personal effects 
they left behind. They will be “ joined” 
in 
the 
exhibition 
by 
Adams, 
Washington, Patrick Henry and Tom 
Paine. And by other great men of that 
enchanted time who thought revolution 
was the only recourse of the American 
colonies: 
Lafayette, 
Kosciusko, 
Joseph Priestly and Edmund Burke. 
The exhibition, created by Charles 
and Ray Fames, with the assistance of 
the American Museum of Art in New 
York, covers 7,500 square feet of what 
is sure to become hallowed space. 
After the Paris run at the Grand Palais 
it will be shipped on to the National 
Museum in Warsaw and then to the 
British Museum in London. It opens 
early in 1976 at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York, then 
plays the Art Institute of Chicago, and 
winds up in San Francisco at the end of 
‘76. 
It’s got to be a smash hit. lx>ok at the 
writers it has: 
“ There is something very absurd in 
supposing a continent to be perpetually 
governed by an island . .. Those who 
expect to reap the blessings of freedom 
must, like men, undergo the fatigue of 
supporting it ... In America the taw 
is King.” (Tom Paine) 
“ No experiment can be more in­ 
teresting than that we are now trying, 
which we trust will end in establishing 
the fact that man may be governed by 
reason and truth. Our first object 
should be to leave open to him all the 
avenues of truth. The most effectual 
hither-to found is the freedom of the 
press . . . Were it left to me to decide 
whether we should have a government 
without newspapers, or newspapers 
with a government, I should not 
hesitate a moment to prefer the latter 
.. . If the present Congress errs in too 
much talking, how can it be otherwise, 
in a body to which the people send one 
hundred and fifty lawyers, whose 
trade is to question everything, yield 
nothing, and talk by the hour? That one 
hundred and fifty lawyers should do 
business together, ought not to be 
expected.” (Jefferson) 
“ It is unreasonable to suppose 
printers approve of everything they 
print. It is likewise as unreasonable 
what some assert, that printers ought 
not to print anything but what they 
approve. TTie world would afterward 
have 
nothing to read but what hap­ 
pened to the opinions of printers . . . 
A patient pursuit of fact, and cautious 


combination and comparison of them, 
is the drudgery to which man is sub­ 
jected by his Maker, if he wishes to 
attain sure knowledge.” (Franklin) 
“ The World of Franklin Si Jefferson” 
will put it on the line to millions of 
Europeans who view it during 1975, 
and, following in 1976, a lot of 
Americans who may need a refresher 
course in what a few brave and gifted 
subjects of George III got around to 
doing two centuries ago. 
A prospectus, in several languages, 
will make note of the following: 
"Benjamin Franklin, the youngest 
son among 17 children of a Boston 
candlemaker, was prim arily self- 
educated, a businessman, diplomat, 
thinker and scientist who earned an 
international reputation within his 
lifetime. He was the last and most 
distinguished 
representative 
of 
Colonial America, long cherishing the 
idea of the colonies as a community of 
free 
British 
citizens 
swearing 
allegiance to the Crown. When the 
revolution 
became 
inevitable, 
however, he dedicated his con­ 
siderable experience to the new goal of 
independence.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S. 
cotton harvest made good progress 
last week and was about 82 per cent 
completed by Dec. 18, says the 
Agriculture Department. 
“ Harvest of the com and soybean 
crops was nearly complete, but snow, 
rain and wet fields over much of the 
nation’s eastern two-thirds greatly re­ 
stricted picking and combining 
remaining acreages,” the department 
said in a weekly weather report. 
The report said winter wheat was in 
good condition in most areas by mid- 
December, although too much rain 
hurt the crop in parts of Arkansas, and 
parts of the northern Plains needed 
moisture or snow cover.

Dear Editor: 
Two rights clash in the Holy tand — 
the right of Arab, that of Jew. The 
Jews have always recognized the Arab 
right. Arab leaders deny the Jewish 
right. Because of that denial by Arabs, 
human beings die needlessly. 
In 1918 Em ir Feisal, ancestor of 
Hussein of Jordan, was a leader of the 
Arab revolt against Turkey. He ex­ 
pressed sympathy for Jewish aims in 
Palestine. In 1919 Feisal expressed his 
wish that Jew and Arab co-operate. 
During the Versaille Conference 
Feisal declared that he respected and 
welcomed Jewish settlement in the 
Holy tand. Western dishonesty 
collapsed the understanding between 
Feisal and Dr. Chaim Weizmann, 
leader of the Zionists. 
The understanding need not have 
collapsed. Jew and Arab could have 
continued to recognize each other’s 
right. Instead we have seen four wars 
and terrorist murder. For twenty 
years, from the Golan Heights, Syrian 
guns shelled Jewish settlements. In 
1967 Israel pushed those aggressor 
guns 
back. 
It 
pushed back the 
menacing Egyptian guns in Sinai, and 
the Jordanian guns that shelled Jewish 
Jerusalem. It is as simple as that — an 
act of self-defense. 
U.N. Resolution 242 bids Israel with­ 
draw toward its borders of 1967. But in 
1967 the Arabs were not satisfied with 
the borders of 1967. They wanted Israel 
to withdraw into the sea. Resolution 
242 called upon the contending states to 
negotiate. The Arabs refused. In 1968 
the United States said to Eevot — If 
you will negotiate with Israel, we will 
support the total return of Sinai to 
Egypt on condition that there be peace, 
and Sinai be demilitarized. Israel 
agreed. Egypt refused. 
The Arab summit in Khartum again 
refused to negotiate. In a discussion 
arranged by ta Monde of Paris, 
Libya's ruler el-Kaddafi denied 
Israel’s right to exist. At the Rabat 
summit Arab states recognized Yasser 
Arafat as sole representative of 
Palestinian Arabs. He too demands the 
destruction of Israel. What shall Israel 
negotiate — her own murder? 
The following is a summary of the 
Arab mind: In 1956 Egypt threatened 
Israel, and lost the Sinai. President 
Eisenhower compelled Israel to return 
it. In 1967 Egypt threatened Israel, and 
again lost the Sinai — and demands its 
return. In 1973 Egypt and Syria at­ 
tacked Israel. When Israel turned the 
tide, and forced her attackers to the 
edge of disaster, the United States and 
the Soviet Union saved Egypt and 
Syria. This then is the Arab mentality: 
If Arabs win, they keep what they win. 
If they lose, Israel must return what 
Arabs lost. If Arabs face military 
disaster, the world powers and the UN 
must combine to save them. When 
Arab terrorists commit murder, the 
UN must applaud the leader of mur­ 
derers. When Arabs quadruple oil 
prices, the world must submit to their 
imperialism. When misguided Arab 
wars produce Arab refugees, the world 
must support those refugees. 
What can the world expect from an 
Arab mentality of this kind?

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Speaking Of Your Health

My brother and I have a tendency to 
develop stones in our bladders. What 
are the causes for this condition? 
Mr. T. McF., Mich. 
Dear Mr. McF.: 
I am sure that the thought has oc­ 
curred to you that there may be some 
family tendency responsible. I doubt 
that there is any hereditary basis for 
this. Rather, I am inclined to believe 
that a dietary regime in the same 
household may, perhaps, predispose 
you both to the same problem. 
Calcium and uric acid stones are 
frequently found in the urinary 
bladder. 
Chronic 
infection 
and 
stagnation of urine may be responsible 
for the deposits of minerals and the 
formation of stones. 
It is now possible, through a process 
known as “ lithopaxy,” to crush stones 
in the bladder. This is performed 
through a cystoscope introduced 
directly into the bladder. 
Intensive study of the chemicals in 
the blood, in addition to X-ray studies 


of the kidneys, may reveal the un­ 
derlying reason for stones rn tne 
bladder. 
Preventive treatment can then be 
.started to prevent the frequency and 
the severity of attacks. 


It it possible to eliminate wrinkles 
around the eyes with chemicals? 
Mrs. E. C. P.,Tenn 
Dear Mrs. P.: 
The use of harsh chemicals for this 
purpose has long been abandoned. And 
a good thing, too. Phenol, a harmful 
burning chemical, was formerly used 
by cosmeticians to “ peel off” outer 
layers of skin. 
Medical societies and Public Health 
officials have found legal means to 
restrain the use of this dangerous 
procedure. 
Irreparable harm has been done to 
many people with this technique for 
“ rejuvenation.” 
Extensive wrinkling of the skin can 
best be benefited by plastic surgery.

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NEW YORK (AP) - As a con­ 
sequence of the condominium concept, 
in which a resident owns his particular 
unit and shares in common areas, a 
form of government called the com­ 
munity association is developing 
rapidly. 
It really isn’t new. In 1831, residents 
of New York formed an association in 
Gramercy Park. But its growth in the 
past decade exceeds that of the pre­ 
vious century. 
An association sets regulations, 
standards, fees — call them taxes — 
just as any other local government. It 
decides on improvements and archi­ 
tectural changes. It attempts to 
resolve disputes, as other gov­ 
ernments do. 
And, like other developing concepts 
it is often entangled in confusion, 
uncertainty and even scandal. Its 
officers 
and 
directors, 
being 
amateurs, sometimes don’t know what 
they’re doing. Insurers and ac­ 
countants and lawyers sometimes 
don’t know how to serve. 
In more than one instance the 
directors decided to close the swim­ 
ming pool during evenings in order to 
save electricity, and were sued by 
members who claimed they were de­ 
prived of rights they had paid for. 
When a thief hacks away your door, 
who is responsible for replacing it? 
Your insurer might agree he is 
responsible for the inside of the door 
but insist the condo’s insurer of 
common properties must pay for the 
outside. 
Where does your property, and 
therefore your responsibility, end? At 
the rear of the paint? Or does it extend 
midway into the concrete or plaster? 
How should the accountants handle 
depreciation? 
Newly formed by builders, lenders 
and associations, the Community 
Associations Institute, hopes to come 
up with some answers. Its goal is to 
keep managements informed and 
educated about planning, maintenance 
and management. 
Quite often, the first problem en­ 
countered 
by 
the 
community 
association concerns the transfer of 
ownership. 
It comes about this way: 
An automatic community 
as­ 
sociation is created by a real estate 
developer of a condo, planned unit 
development or similar venture. The 
bylaws are essentially part of the de­ 
veloper’s sales package. 
As homes in the venture are sold, 
however, the developer’s interest in 
the automatic community association 
diminishes and participation by the 
individual unit owners increases. 
Governing power for the community 
thus is transferred from the developer 
to the home owners. The time span for 
this transfer of power is governed by 
the original community association’s 
bylaws. 
J 


One problem, however, is that some 
builders just can’t let go of their 
creation. Some are slow to relinquish 
control, 
others 
retain 
common 
facilities and lease them to the associ­ 
ation, more tie up the association in 
long-term contracts. 
While the institute, formed with the 
aid of builders, lenders and owners, 
hasn’t yet adopted a position on when 
the turnover of control should be 
completed, 
Jam es 
Dowden, 
its 
executive vice president, believes it 
soon might. 
In the simplest situations, he 
believes builders “ should be turning 
over control when their project is 50 
per cent sold, and be out by 75-80 per 
cent.” The institute, he said, might 
consider adopting such a policy. 
Dowden, 31, hopes to develop the 
Washington-based institute swiftly as 
“ an independent, nonprofit, research 
and educational organization.” The 
need, he believes, is great and grow­ 
ing. 
In 1962, he notes, there were about- 
545 community associations. Now, he 
estimates, there are “ something in 
excess of 20,000.” At least five million 
homeowners and eight million to IO 
million people are involved, along with 
property valued at $2 billion. 
And Dowden refers to a government 
estimate that 50 per cent of Americans 
.will live in condominiums by 1980.

Brinegar was the second member of 
Ford’s Cabinet to resign. Atty. Gen. 
William Saxbe stepped down last week 
to become ambassador to India. 


They, as well as the other Cabinet 
members, were holdovers from the 
Richard M. Nixon administration. 
Brinegar said he felt “ now is the 
time for me to return to the private 
sector. 


He said he had no plans for a new job 
at this point but would make a decision 
after the first of the year. Brinegar 
was a senior vice president of Union 
Oil Co. before taking the trans­ 
portation post. 


President Ford praised Brinegar’s 
service as secretary and credited 
Brinegar with the articulation of a 
national transportation policy, the first 
such policy ever developed.

&udy after massive Russian grain 
purchases in 1972 led to drastic fluc­ 
tuations in U.S. grain prices. 
The CEA, however, will give way 


next April 21 to a new independent 
Commondity Futures Trading Com­ 
mission created by Congress this year 
to tighten federal regulation of com­ 
modity markets. 
Caldwell 
said

Currently, the CEA relies primarily 
on reports filed by the commodity 
industry for policing the commodity 
Man Must Seek Donations 
To Provide Lighted Display 


VIOLA, Del. (AP) — Last year the 
energy-shortage lighting ban almost 
ruined Olin Dill’s annual message of 
Christmas cheer. This year he’s wor­ 
ried about the cost of electricity for the 
10,000 Christmas lights that adorn his 
home. 
For the first time in more than two 
decades, Dill has been forced to ask for 
donations from the thousands who 
come to view his home, about eight 
miles south of Dover. 
"Inflation’s hit me just like everyone 
else,” he said. "I called the electric 
company the other day and found out 
it’s going to cost me three times as 
much to have my lights on this year.” 
Until now the most Dill and his 
family had accepted from the 
thousands who annually tour their 55 
acres was a fruitcake and $2 from a 
drunk who stuffed it in Dill’s pocket 
and refused to take it back, Mrs. Dill 
said. 
In the pre-energy crisis years, Dill 
said he could run the lighting display 
for 120 hours from the week before 
Christmas until New Year’s Day for 
about $120. If it is run at the same level 


this season, it would cost about $7UU, 
Mrs. Dill said. 
l^ast year, because of a presidential 
request to forego decorative lights, the 
display was lit for only 44 hours and 
used 2,000 fewer lights. The electric 
bill was about $100, but that same 
display would cost about $350 this year, 
Dill said. 
Since the display opened on Sunday, 
donations have been enough to meet 
the bills, Mrs. Dill said. Last year 9,500 
cars and buses visited the farm 
grounds, but the Dills say they hope 
the donation box doesn't make anyone 
feel obligated to pay for the tour. 
"If people want to pitch in a coin, 
maybe we’ll run it longer,” Dill said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
economy has turned in another set of 
distressing signals as more Americans 
are going to lose their jobs, paychecks 
shrunk and the balance of payments 
deteriorated. 
The gloomy economic indicators 
Wednesday were led by an an­ 
nouncement that the government was 
hit with the second largest deficit ever 
in the U.S. balance of payments in the 
third quarter, largely as a result of the 
high cost of foreign oil. The deficit of 
$3.6 billion compared with $2.5 billion 
for the second quarter and an all-time 
high of $3.9 billion in the first quarter 
of 1972. 
In the midst of the new woes, 
President Ford appealed to steel 
producers not to boost prices as high as 
the 8 per cent hike announced by the 
industry leader, U.S. Steel.

DOUGLASVILLE, Ga. (AP) - Paul 
John Knowles, charged with seven 
murders in three states, was shot to 
death when authorities said he 
grabbed a gun and tried to escape from 
a police car. His lawyers claim he was 
executed. 


Authorities said the 28-year-old 
Florida native was killed Wednesday 
as he drove with two officers to show 
them where he had disposed of a gun 
allegedly used to murder a Florida 
state trooper. 
Douglas County Sheriff Earl D. Lee 
said he and Hon Angel, an inspector for 
the Georgia Bureau of Investigation, 
were escorting Knowles when their 
prisoner got free from his handcuffs. 
Authorities later said he had picked 
the lock, possibly with a paper clip. 


Knowles reached over the seat and 
“ jerked my sidearm from the 
holster,” Lee said. He said he grabbed 
Knowles’ hand and the gun went off. As 
the car swerved off the highway, 
several more shots were fired ‘‘which 
resulted in the death of Paul John 
Knowles.” Lee did not say who fired 
the fatal shots.

“The least they could have done was 
to wait until he was convicted to 
execute him,” said attorney Ellis 
Rubin.

W ater Tests 
In 80 Cities 
Set By EPA 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Drinking 
water in 80 cities will be analyzed 
under a government survey stemming 
from the discovery of a number of 
suspected cancer-causing chemicals in 
the water of Cincinnati and New 
Orleans. 


The Environmental 
Protection 
Agency said Wednesday the survey 
will begin in Philadelphia, Seattle, 
Miami, Cincinnati and Ottumwa, 
Iowa, during the first six months of 
1975. Five other areas are scheduled 
for comprehensive analysis in the 
second half of the year; New York 
City; lawrence, Mass.; Terrebonne 
Parish Waterworks No. I in louisiana; 
Grand Forks, N.D.; and Tucson, Ariz. 


EPA Administrator Russell E. Train 
had ordered the survey last Nov. 8 and 
Wednesday’s announcement named 
the 80 cities selected in consultation 
with state water supply officials. 


In 70 cities EPA will test for the 
presence of six specific chemicals 
called volatile organics, some of which 
may be formed by chlorination, a com­ 
mon method of disinfection. A detailed 
testing for a wider range of organic 
chemicals would make up the more 
comprehensive 10-city study. 


“ Within a few months we will have 
some definite answers about the extent 
and seriousness of the presence of 
these organic compounds in our na­ 
tion’s drinking water systems,” Train 
said.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P)- The 
Cleveland Indians signed one top-flight 
pitcher Wednesday and jumped into a 
furious bidding war for the services of 
another. 
Gaylord Perry, who had his fourth 
season with 20 or more victories last 
year, said Wednesday he was happy 
with a two-year “ contract I can live 
with.’’ 
Other sources reported his salary 
would be $150,000 a year.

Solon's W ife H urt In Purse Snatch

To buy or not to buy? That is the 
question facing potential gold buyers 
now that Americans are about to be 
able to own gold. 
The soaring price of the metal over 
the past six years led many consumers 
to believe — wrongly — that they 
couldn’t lose money by buying gold. 
Since 1968, when gold was first 
allowed to fluctuate from its $35-an- 
ounce level, the price has more than 
quadrupled. It hit HOO an ounce in 
April 1973. Earlier this year, the price 
went up to about $170 an ounce, down to 
about $140 and back up to $190. It has 
slipped a bit, but is still selling for 
about $170 to $180 an ounce. 
In a time of inflation and shrinking 
dollars, what better way to save? 
Financial analysts, government, 
officials and some economists are* 
warning Americans, however, that 
there are serious risks. The price can 
go down again just as it went up; un­ 
scrupulous dealers are waiting to prey 
on unknowing consumers — the 
Justice Department already is in­ 
vestigating reports of schemes to sell 
lead bars disguised as gold; and gold 
does not pay any interest or dividends. 
The people who will be selling gold 
are reluctant to predict what will 
happen to the price. They don’t want to 
be accused of misleading people and 
influencing the market by their 
statements. 
Engelhard Minerals & Chemicals 
Corp., which is refining and processing 
gold for sale through banks and other 
outlets, advises potential investors. 
“ Although the outlook for gold in the 
near future is promising, caution 
should still be exercised.... Gold prices 
will continue to fluctuate....” 
Economists at New York’s First 
National City Bank, the nation’s 
second largest bank, says: 
“ Despite the current upsurge in the 
demand for gold, the precious metal is 
losing some of its glitter and is headed 
for a fall,” the bank said earlier this 
year. 
Banks, stock brokerages and other 
agencies that will sell gold are still 
working out the final details of their 
fee scales. 
M errill, Lynch, Pierce, Fenner & 
Smith Inc., the stock brokerage firm, 
announced recently that its mark-up 
would range from about 3 to 6 per cent. 
The company plans to charge $2 per 
ounce, plus 5 per cent of the first $5,000 
in value and 2 per cent on any amount 
over $5,000. 
Here’s how it would work on a five- 
ounce purchase — the minimum 
M errill Lynch has set for retail sales: 
Suppose the price of gold is $180 an 
ounce. You would pay $900 for the gold 
plus $10 in per-ounce charges and $45 
as 5 per cent of the total value of the 
metal. That's a total expenditure of 
$955, including a markup of just over 6 
per cent. 
This will not count fees for shipping, 
insurance and applicable sales taxes if 
the customer wants to take delivery. 
M errill Lynch said it will store cus­ 
tomers’ gold free of charge during 1975 
and will repurchase the gold without 
charging an additional assay or in­ 
spection fee. 
Anyone who wants to make a profit 
on gold must remember that the basic 
price of the metal must go up enough

for him to recover the fees he paid in 
buying it. Then he has to find a buyer. 
He also has to take into account the 
fact that if he has taken possession of 
the gold, the new buyer probably will 
want an assay to prove the metal has 
not been tampered with. That can cost 
from $30 to $100, depending on the 
amount and form of gold involved. 
If the price rises sharply, the gold 
investor will make a profit. If you 
bought

December when the price was about 
$110 an ounce and you paid fees 
comparable to those Merrill Lynch is 
charging, plus insurance and other 
charges totaling 20 per cent, you would 
have laid out $13,200. Today, with gold 
selling at between $170 and $180 an 


ounce, the metal is worth between 
$17,000 and $18,000. 
But a sharp increase depends on 
several factors, particularly: 
—A lack of faith in other in­ 
vestments, including the stock market 
and savings accounts. 
—A belief that other people will 
continue to want gold and therefore 
will keep demand, and price, high. 
—Industrial demand for gold to use 
in things like manufacturing and 
electronics. 
Remember, too, that until 1968, the 
price of gold was frozen by world 
agreement. From 1934 until 1968, it 
was set at $35 an ounce. This limited 
the demand for gold as a speculative 
investment. When the lid was removed 


and the price was allowed the float, 
there was an immediate boost. There 
is no guarantee the rise will continue. 
The government already has acted 
to prevent an immediate and sharp 
surge in gold prices by announcing 
that it will auction two million ounces 
of gold on Jan. 6. The government 
hopes that by making additional gold 
available, it can ease the demand and 
keep the price from skyrocketing. 
Alan C. Poole, an analyst at the Wall 
Street firm of Laidlaw-Coggeshall Inc. 
and an expert on gold and gold stocks, 
says investing in gold is like buying 
real estate with an eye toward later 
development. 
“ I feel very strongly it’s a long-term 
investment,” Poole says.

The "Junior Science Book of Bird 
life" tells the various ways of feeding 
birds that winter in Ohio. In most 
cases, birds eat scraps readily 
available from our kitchens. Raisins, 
crackers, and peanut butter make a 
delicious seedball to hang on your tree. 
Cracked com, sunflower seeds and 
suet may have to be purchased. Birds 
will even eat eggshells which contain 
that vital element, calcium. 
"Where They Go In Winter" has a 
wealth of information about wildlife. 
Some animals stay with us but just 
aren’t visible while hibernating. 
Chipmunks may awaken and feed in 
their underground dens but usually 
they stay asleep until spring. 
The dauntless squirrels venture out 
on all but the coldest days. Bounding 
over the snow, they hunt acorns they 
buried last autumn. TTieir sense of 
smell locates food even under deep 
snow. And, if you destroy the spider’s 
egg sacs now, you will have fewer 
spiders to cope with next spring. Some 
species do not hibernate but may be 
living a cozy life in your basement 
right now. 
"The Wolf" by Dr. Michael Fox, a 
veterinarian, is an intersting account 
of the wolves’ family life, especially 
the parents’ devotion to their cubs. 
These hearty animals must adjust to 
winter by learning to conserve their 
energy in the snow. The father and 
mother must do a good job of teaching 
survival techniques to insure their 
cubs’ life. 
Bears come to mind when one is 
talking of hibernating animals. "The 
Moon of the Bears" 
describes 
beautifully the preparation of the cave 
for the mother bear’s winter sleep. At 
the end of the hibernation period, new 
cubs are bom. Quietly they eat and 
sleep in their den until spring calls 
them to the outside world. 
What is Christmas without reindeer? 
Reindeer or domesticated caribou 
have been used by the laplanders in 
Finland as beasts of burden for years. 
For fun, I^p’s train them also to pull 
sleds called 
pulkas 
which are 
beautifully 
decorated. 
Reindeer 
driving is a popular sport as these 
agile animals are high spirited and 
quick for their size. 
Don’t lament the past summer and 
autumn’s passing; learn to appreciate 
winter’s beauty.

Multi-million dollar gifts from Japan 
and West Germany made campus fund 
raisers aware in recent years of the 
possibilities overseas. 
The Japanese government gave $10 
million for Japanese studies programs 
at IO American universities. The 
Krupp Foundation of West Germany 
gave Harvard $2 million for European 
studies programs. 
College presidents and professors 
now are dispatched regularly to 
capitals abroad. Private universities 
are doing most of the pitching, but 
public institutions are also looking for 
money overseas. 
The University of Michigan sent a 
member of its Near Eastern Studies 
faculty to Kuwait and Saudi Arabia 
last summer. 
"It was just an exploratory visit to 
talk with people,” said Michael 
Radock, vice president for university 
development — the term used now for 
fund raising. 
Campus fund raisers looking for 
money from the Arab states say they 
are aware of the possible political 
ramifications of such gifts. All say that 
Arab money must come with no strings 
attached. 
"What we are seeking is the kind of 
support that is not a propaganda-type 
activity," said Radock. 
Another area of sensitivity which 
none of the fund raisers would talk 
about on the record is the possibility 
that accepting Arab money might turn 
off important Jewish or pro-Israeli 
contributors.

I 
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Gap Between Rich And Poor Seen Om inous 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the fourth 
instalment of a five-part Christmas 
series, “Partner of the Poor.” This 
article deals with the values of 
sustaining the poor as seen in Biblical 
teachings and by many modern 
authorities, the “Hope in Helping.”

A small, blue-green planet called the 
earth hurtles through space and time, 
its resources vast yet finite, its 
creatures numerous and multiplying, 
seeking and learning, pursuing 
fullness of life. Yet a few grasped most 
of the planet’s immense goods, while 
its many inhabitants went famished 
and without. 
In the infinitude through which the 
universe develops, on the cosmic 
scales by which it is measured, the 
eternal creator and assayer of its 
potential growth toward maturity saw 
its 
lurching 
unsteadiness, 
the 
dangerously unbalanced condition of 
his creatures, and concluded: 
Sustaining “the least” of them was 
necessary to serve the whole; as the 
weakest are helped, so is the effect on 
all, on creative being itself. “As you 
did it to one of the least of these my 
brethren, you did it to me.” 
That upholding of “the least,” as 
Jesus described it, was the ultimate 
test of human integrity and advance, 
the overarching, determining fun­ 
damental of movement toward human 
health, the one hope of a world split 
into segments of overindulgence and 
desperation. 
As portrayed by Jesus, it was God’s 
assessment of the fate of mankind. 
“ Before him will be gathered all the 
nations, and he will separate them one 
from another as a shepherd separates 
the sheep from goats, and he will place 
the sheep at his right hand, but the 
goats at the left. 
“Then the King will say to those at 
the right hand, ‘Come, O blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared 
for you from the foundation of the 
world: for I was hungry and you gave 
me food, I was thirsty and you gave me 
drink, I was a stranger and you 
welcomed me, I was naked and you 
clothed me, I was sick and you visited 
me, I was in prison and you came to 
me.’ 
“Then the righteous will answer 
him, ‘Lord, when did we see thee 
hungry and feed thee, or thirsty and 
give thee drink? And when did we see 
thee a stranger and welcome thee, or 
naked and clothe thee? and when did 
we see thee sick or in prison and visit 
thee?’ 
“And the King will answer them, 
Truly I say to you, as you did it to one 
of the least of these my brethren, you 
did it to me."’ 
In a parallel, yet reverse way, he 
said, those that spurn the needs of the 
hungry, the thirsty, the naked, sick 
and improsoned are banished from 
existence, for “as you did it not to one 
of the least of these, you did it not to 
me.” 
It is a disturbing yet instructive 
image for a planet swept by shadows of 
scarcities, flaring with intensified 
vying for fuel, fertilizer and food and a 
sudden buying rush on the planet’s 
limited resources, a rush ruled by the 
highest bidders, those most able to 
pay, the wealthiest. And all around 
circle the empty, the ravenously 


hungry, multiplying horde of the poor. 
International experts see the 
situation as highly volatile, cracking 
with instabilities, like a ticking time- 
bomb. 
A “time of extraordinary danger,” 
says historian Elspeth Rostow. She 
says it portends disastrously massive 
starvation, social breakdowns and a 
spreading wave of disorder if the rich 
nations suchas the United States with­ 
draw into self-interest and “try to 
wrap our oceans around us.” 
Although Jesus’ graphic illustration 
referred to the end of time, it also 
points to the currently seen poten­ 
tialities either of mutually supportive 
human brotherhood or repercussions 
of ruin. 
“We are at a critical watershed of 
history,” says the Rev. Theodore 
Hesburgh, president of the University 
of Notre Dame and board chairman of 
the Overseas Development Council. He 
says the world faces either a more 
equitable distribution of its goods and 
capabilities or engulfing upheavals 
and 
“ injustices 
of 
monstrous 
proportions.” 
Both ballooning consumption by the 
rich and soaring population among the 
poor are seen as the main forces 
straining the 
earth ’s 
available 
resources. Economist James P. Grant 
says that in this squeeze, the world’s 
affluent I billion, using its purchasing 
power, 
has 
begun 
preempting 
necessities of the poorest I billion 
leaving them in worsening want.

However, 
apart 
from 
social- 
economic development, it has been 
found that the poor resist birth-control 
programs, instinctively producing 
large numbers of offspring as a hedge 
against the heavy odds of dying, 
particularly among the young. 


This has rendered birth-control 
efforts largely ineffective, except 
when accompanied by improved 
social-economic conditions, resulting 
in a continued upward spiral in 
population which at the present rate 
will double to around 7 billion by the 
century’s end, mostly among the poor. 
Major international efforts to im­ 
prove their economic-social situation 
are seen as essential to moderate the 
population surge, thus checking that 
swelling 
claim 
on 
the 
earth ’s 
resources, while the effort to do so 
could at the same time temper the 
other drain on them — the rampant 
consumption of the affluent. 
“A new social contract must emerge 
delineating the bond between the 
human race and the planet earth, the 
duties of the affluent toward the needy, 
and the mutual dependence of all 
members of the human community,” 
says a joint study by the Aspen 
Institute and Yale Divinity School. 
This interconnected, interlacing web 
of the world has emerged at an ac­ 
celerating clip, impelled by the sheer 
facts of modem advances in com­ 
munications, 
processing, 
trans­ 
portation and commerce, so that the 
various parts increasingly affect all. It 
has reached a point at which “the unit 
of survival is the human race,” says 
physiologist Hudson Hoagland. 
“ Interdependence, 
not 
in­ 
dependence, is the only way forward 
for the whole of civilization and all its 
parts, including the giants,” says 
Lutheran theologian Carl E. Braatan. 
“America must find a formula for 
survival with others, or it will not 
survive at all.” 
In present circumstances, however, 
the richer 20 per cent of the world’s 
people absorb 80 per cent of its total 
productivity, now approaching $4 
trillion annually, four times what it 
was 25 years ago, and gaining by 
roughly 4 per cent annually. 
Meanwhile, the other four-fifths of 
humanity — the vast multitude of the 
poor — struggle to survive on the 
fragmentary remains, less than the 
amount by which the richer nations 
increase their take each year. “The 
rich are getting richer, the poor 
poorer,” says a Protestant-Catholic- 
Jewish conferene of economic and 
relief specialists. 
British economist Barbara Ward 
suggests that the richer nations, 
particularly the richest of them all, the 
United States, give a third of its nor­ 
mal $50 billion annual increase in gross 
national product toward developing 
poor nations. This would mean the rich 
still would be getting richer, only more 
slowly, she says, but at the same time 
could blunt the storm of widening 
starvation. 
“If ever there were an apocalyptic 
moment, it is surely now,” she writes, 
adding that affluent modem societies 
have the technology and agricultural 
sciences to replenish the earth if put to 
that purpose, but without which the 
world’s deepening economic chasm 
can plunge it into overwhelming 
misery. 
Despite the myth of 
American 


generosity, however, U.S. aid to poor 
regions in relation to gross national 
product has fallen steadily in the last 
two decades to less than that of most 
industrial nations, including Britain, 
Germany, Belgium, the Netherlands, 
Portugal, France, Australia and 
Japan. 


U.S. food contributions to poor 
countries also have shrunk sharply in 
recent years as markets opened 
abroad because of shortages. Swit­ 
ching from giving to selling, U.S. 
export earnings on food grains jumped 
from $8 billion in 1972 to a projected $18 
billion in 1974, $2 billion of it coming 
from poor countries, most of whom 
could not afford quadrupled costs of 
fertilizer to increase their own yields. 
The U.S. and Canada dominate the 
world’s vital grain production — 55 per 
cent of it — but the rising prices of­ 
fered for it have diverted most of the 
share that used to go to the poor away 
from them and into profits. Noting that 
the U.S. controls more grain export 
than the Arabs do oil, Presbyterian 
Eugene Carson Blake says: 
“We are the Arabs of the food crisis, 
and we cashed in before they did.” 
Church 
World 
Service, 
the 
Protestant-Orthodox relief agency, 
has suggested that the United States 
set a tithe on its foreign food exports, 
with a minimum IO per cent being 
given to hungry lands, rather than 
continuing to shift it from relief to 
commercial profits because of market 
demand. 
Bishop James S. Rausch, general 
secretary of the U.S. Catholic Con­ 
ference, in a statement for U.S. 
bishops, says: 
“When human beings starve and die 
because they lack a resource we 
predominantly control, the use of the 
law of the market as a sole means of 
distributing this resource has trans­ 
gressed not only the standard of the 
gospel but also the minimal standards 
of responsible moral behavior.” 
Jesus told another story depicting 
the perils of the rich clinging to their 
goods while the poor are left without — 
a vivid portrayal whose implicatons 
had to do with life in the present world, 
and its ultimate future. 
“There was a rich man, who was 
clothed in purple and fine linen and 
who feasted sumptuously every day,” 
Jesus related. “And at his gate lay a 
poor man named lazarus, full of sores, 
who desired to be fed with what fell 
from the rich man’s table; moreover, 
the dogs came and licked his sores. 
“The poor man died and was carried 
by the angels to Abraham’s bosom. 
The rich man also 
died and was 
buried; and in Hades, being in tor­ 
ment, he lifted his eyes, and saw 
Abraham far off and lazarus in his 
bosom. 
“ And he called out, 
‘Father 
Abraham, have mercy upon me, and 
send lazarus to dip the end of his 
finger in water and cool my tongue; for 
I am in anguish in this flame.' 
“ But 
Abraham 
said, 
‘Son, 
remember that you in your lifetime 
received good things, and lazarus in 


like manner evil things, but now he is 
comforted here and you are in anguish. 
And besides all this, between us and 
you a great chasm has been fixed, in 
order that those who would pass from 
here to you may not be able, and none 
may cross from there to us.’” 
The rich man, traditionally named 
Dives, then begged that warnings be 
sent to his relatives still in earthly 
existence so they would change, 
conduct themselves more generously 
and not come to such grievous tor­ 
ment. But Abraham replied that the 
warnings have already been sounded 
by the prophets and were available to 
all who would hear. 
“He who has ears to hear,” Jesus 
said, “let him hear.”

The number of Ohio workers 
furloughed or facing layoff after the 
first of the new year rose to 44,479 
Wednesday with announcement that 
General Motors Corp. would cut back 
more jobs next month. 


About 650 workers were scheduled to 
be laid off Jan. 20 at the Assembly 
Division plant at Lordstown, a GM 
spokesman said. In Dayton, Frigidaire 
Division was to release 514 employes 
Jan. 3. 


Both layoffs were for indefinite 
periods, GM said. 


The auto assembly plant was 
reducing production of Chevrolet 
Vegas and Pontiac Astres from IOO to 
85 an hour, the spokesman said. 


Frigidaire officials said it was 
necessary to bring inventories in line 
with sales and that duration of the 
layoffs in Dayton would depend on cus­ 
tomer demand for appliances. 


The Lordstown complex was to close 
for the Christmas holiday from Dec. 23 
to Jan. 2. GM said 5,300 assembly 
division employes would be out of work 
again starting Jan. 13, when the lines 
are to be shut down again for one week. 
All but 650 of the workers are 
scheduled to be recalled Jan. 20.
